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Application  by  a common  carrier  for  exceptions 
to  the  prohibitions  of  Section  9 (a)  of  Article  III  of 
the  Act  of  July  26,  1915,  p.  L.  15^4 ^ as  amended  by  the 

Act  of  December  11,  1933  P.L. , (Act  No.  10), 

pertaining  to  intermediate  rates  and  aggregates  of 
intermediate  rates,  shall  be  by  petition,  which  shall 
contain  the  information  called  for  in  the  form  and  the 
accompanying  instructions  prescribed  by  the  Commission 
and  set  forth  in  Appendix  of  this  circular. 


Appendix  A 

Information  to  be  furnished  in  petitions  for 
relief  from,  the  provisions  of  Section  9 
(a)  of  Article  III  of 
The  Public  Service  Company  Law 
The  Public  Service  Company  Lavj  Section  9 (a) 
of  Article  III  provides  in  part  that  upon  application 
to  the  Commission,  common  carriers  may,  in  special 
cases,  after  investigation,  be  granted  by  the  Commis- 
sion exceptions  to  the  prohibitions  contained  in  said 
section.  The  burden  is  upon  the  applicants  to  demon- 
strate that  the  exceptions  should  be  granted  from  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 
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In  order  to  facilitate  the  consideration  r nd  de- 
ternincotion  of  petitions  under  this  section,  and  mider 
the  authority  contained  in  Article  V of  The  Putlic 
Service  Gorpany  Law,  the  following  general  rules  shall 
govern  as  to  the  form  and  contents,  the  riicnner  of  pre- 
sentation, and  the  method  of  justi' ication  of  said 
petitions : 

I.  Sepur^^te  petitions  shall  te  made  for  re- 
lief as  to  freight  rates  and  passenger  fares. 

II.  Separate  petitions  shall  te  m.ade  for  re- 
lief under  the  long-and-short-haul  provision  and  for  re- 
lief from  the  aggregate-of-intermediates  provision. 

III.  Each  petition  must  be  over  the  personal 
signature  of  an  executiA^e  officer,  a responsible  traffic 
officer,  or  a duly  authorized  attorney  and  agent,  speci- 
fying 'his  title,  and  sworn  to  before  a notary  public  or 
other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  certify  written  in- 
struments. In  adaition  to  the  original  verified  peti- 
tion three  copies  thereof  shall  be  furnished. 

IV.  jxll  petitions  shall  show  the  names  of  the 
carriers  for  or  on  v^hose  behalf  they  are  made,  or,  if 
made  on  beh.alf  of  all  carriers  parties  to  a particular 
tariff,  may  ref^r  by  P.S.C,  Pa.  number  to  the  said  tariff. 
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y.  In  referring.;  to  ratos,  fares,  or  charges 
the  P.3.C.  Pa.  numhers  of  the  tariffs  in  which  said 
rates,  fares,  or  charges  are  published,  shall  be  shown. 

VI.  ixll  petitions  shall  show- 

1.  The  rates,  fares,  or  charges  proposed  to 
be  established,  and  articles  or  classes  upon  which  they 
are  to  apply,  the  points  of  origin  and  destination,  and 
the  routes  between  the  said  points  over  which  the  said 
rates,  fares,  or  charges  will  be  applicable.  V/here 
relief  is  desired  from  "related*’  points  or  "group  ’ 
points  1:1.6  points  or  groups  should  be  defi.ned  and  in- 
dicated on  the  map  hereinafter  required  to  be  furnished 

2.  The  immediate  points  at  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  maintain  rates,  fares,  or  charges  higher  than 
those  proposed  betv/een  more  distant  points  and  rates, 
fares,  or  charges  at  such  points. 

1.  ix  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  the 
grounds  relied  upon  in  justification  of  the  relief 
pra^^ed . 

yil.  Petitioners  for  relief  from  the  long-and 
short-haul  provision  should  be  prepared  to  shov/  at  hear 
ings  in  support  of  their  applications  the  information 
outlined  below.  If  a hearing  is  not  desired,  this  in- 
formation ffust  be  included  in  the  petition. 


It  is  not 
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to  be  understood  that  v^here  such  information  is  includ- 


ed hearings  will  not  be  held  in  all  cases.  It  is  the 
uniform  practice  of  the  coimriission  to  hold  hearings  upon 
the  request  of  any  interested  party. 

],  That  the  rates  which  it  is  desired  to 
establish  or  maintain  are  compelled  rates  and  lower  than 
reasonable  rates  for  application  via  the  petitioning  line 
or  route  and  not  v/ithin  its  control. 

2.  That  the  lower  rates  for  longer  than  for 
shorter  hauls  over  the  same  line  or  route  are  reasonably 
compensatory. 

The  following  inforrc.ation  is  considered  pertinent 
in  a sho'wing  as  to  the  reasonably  compensatory  nature 
of  rates: 

(a)  Statement  of  ton-mmle , car-mile,  and  per- 
car  earnings  under  the  competitive  rates. 

(b)  iiverage  revenue  per  ton-mile,  car-mile, 
and  per  car  on  revenue  freight  traffic  hauled  over  pe- 
titioning lines  and  average  haul  of  revenue  freight. 

(c)  ixpproximate  average  cost  per  ton-mile, 
car-mile,  c.nd  per  car  of  hauling  revenue  freight  over 
petitioning  lines. 

(d)  Approximate  average  cost  per  ton-mile,  car- 
mile,  and  per  car  of  hauling  added  traffic  over  petition- 
ing lines.

(e)  Traffic  density, 

S.  A statement  of  rates  at  representative 
intermediate  points  at  which  mtes  exceed  or  v;ould  ex- 
ceed tne  rates  at  competitive  points,  including  rates 
at  the  highest  and  lowest  rated  intermediate  points 
and  the  distances  to  and  from  all  of  the  said  inter- 
mediate points,  together  with  a statement  of  ton-mile, 
car-mile,  and  per-car  earnings  under  the  rates  to  and 
from  such  representative  intermediate  points. 

A.  That  the  higher  rates  for  the  shorter 
than  for  the  longer  hauls  over  the  same  line  or  route 
are  reasonahle.

1.  iT^ppli  cat  ions  based  on  circuitv:

(a)  That  the  tra2isportaticn  of  the  com.petitive 
traffic  via  the  petitioning  route  and  the  diversion  of 
such  traffic  from  the  rate-making  and  other  routes  would 
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not  constitute  wasteful  transportation,  considering  the 
degree  of  circuity  and  the  respective  fin:,  ncial  condi- 
tions of  the  competing  carriers.  The  folloi/ing  arc 
considered  pertinent  facts; 

(1)  The  financial  condition  of  the  petitioning 
line  as  compared  with  that  of  tJie  competing  lines. 

(2)  Traffic  density  on  the  petitioning  line  as 
compared  v/ith  the  competing  lines. 

(3)  The  number  of  routes  in  operation  between  the 
competitive  points. 

(b)  The  distances  over  the  petitioning  and  rate- 
making lines  or  routes  and  the  p>8rcentages  of  circuity. 
(Where  the  petitioning  route  is  a v/ater-and-rail  route, 
the  prorating  mileage  of  the  water  carrier  or  the  rail 
mileage  to  which  the  water  haul  is  equivalant  should  be 
given. ) 

(c)  Whether  the  rates  over  the  direct  or  rate- 
making line  conform  to  Section  9 (a)  of  Article  III. 

A difference  of  but  a few  miles  in  distance 
is  not  of  itself  considered  as  pD.acing  a carrier  at 
such  a disadvantage  as  to  warrant  relief  from  the  fourth 
section  to  charge  higher  rates  at  inbermediate  points, 
but  the  line  or  route  requesting  relief  must  be  shown 
to  be  circuitous  to  a marked  degree,  usuclly  not  less 
that  15  percent  longer  than  the  short  line. 
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2.  Ap"']  ications  based  on  '/ater  competition: 

(a)  Tie  naraes  of  tte  water  lines  and  the  nji'foer  of 
steamers  or  ressels  actuallj/^  Ijlying  between  the  water 
points  and  their  tonnage  capacitj^  or  capacities. 

(b)  The  service  over  the  water  lines  as  cojrnared 
with  thcat  over  the  petitioning  rail  lines,  and  whether 
the  commodities  as  to  v/hich  relief  is  sought  are  adapt- 
ed to  transjjortat ion  by  water, 

(c)  The  volume  of  the  traffic  involved  moving  over 
the  water  lines  and  also  over  the  rail  lines  betvi/een  the 
sarnie  points. 

(d)  The  charges  over  the  water  lines,  including 
m.arine  insurance,  wharfage,  handling,  and  other  in- 
cidental charges. 

3.  Applications  based  on  market  competition: 

(a)  Tl-e  names  of  the  competitive  producing  points. 

(b)  The  distancesover  the  direct  lines  or  routes 
from  the  various  producing  points  to  the  comiiion  market 
and  the  names  of  the  lines  or  routes  over  which  si-ch 
distances  are  made. 

(c)  "/hether  the  rates  from  the  other  producing 
points  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9 (a)  of 
Article  III. 

(d)  The  volum.e  of  traffic  involved. 
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(e)  V/hether  similar  coiripetition  is  to  be  met  at 
intermediate  markets. 

4.  Applications  based  upon  tlie  weak  financial 
condition  or  high  operating  costs  of  the  petitioning  line 

(a)  Financial  statistics  and  operating  conditions. 

(b)  Same  information  as  required  in  applications 
based  on  circuity. 

IX.  Fiscellaneous  provisions; 

1.  In  addition  to  the  above- indicated  information 
any  other  circumstances  which  are  relied  upon  as  consti- 
tuting a special  case  within  the  meaning  of  the  law 
warranting  exceptions  should  be  shown. 

5.  Five  copies  of  a map  should  be-  submitted 
showing  the  relative  location  of  the  various  lines  or 
routes,  the-  competitive  points,  and  representative  in- 
term.ediate  points  at  which  higher  rates  are  to  be  charged 
also  two  copies  of  exhibits. 

3.  The  fact  that  a point  is  a large  producing 
or  consuming  market  and  that  interm.ediate  points  are  not 
consuming  or  producing  points  is  not  considered  by  the 
commission  as  a sufficient  reason  for  the  granting  of 
exceptions , 

Applications  v/hich  upon  analjnsis  are  found  to 
contain  incomplete  and  inaccurate  or  unreliable  data  villi 
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be  denied  forthwith  without  prejudice  to  the  filing  of 
a new  application. 

5.  If  the  coinniission  denies  an  application  and  the 
carrier  presents  a new  application  based  upon  nei;  or  ad- 
ditional facts  in  justification  of  the  proposed  rates, 
fares,  or  charges,  such  facts  should  be  clearly  indicat- 
ed as  such,  and  the  modified  application  must  specifi- 
cally refer  to  the  previous  application  and  the  number 

of  the  order  denying  the  same. 

6.  Applications  should  be  in  the  following  forra, 
on  a durable  duality  of  paper,  not  larger  than  8--V  by  13 
i nc  he  s .
